with as little delay as possible. 

The Improvements made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in the Cottonwood Canon will enable boats 
capable of carrying; machinery to reach a point within 
9 miles of the mine; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructed, which would enable machinery to be 
placed on the ground at a reasonable cost.

Wo give Bpaco this morning to a 
number of letters on the public laud- 
ing question, and these, with the de- 
layed dispatches, quite (ill the paper, 
leaving no room for an editorial. We 
are sorr}- that our correspondents have 
not studied the science of condensa- 
tion. Nearly all the letter:), under 
ordinary circu instances, would havo 
been shut out on account of their ex- 
trcmo length. A desire to see tho im- 
portant . matter thoroughly ventilated 
has induced us to depart front the cus- 
tomary rule. Wo hope that, for the 
remainder of the campaign, our friends 
will liave more meivv arid throw their 
ideas in 

Tho Public Landing. 

To the Ebivftu of The Colonist: — 
Sir,— Your columns havo been open for 
some time past, to the writers of :i number 
of letters on this subject. Some of those 
letters, together with your comments, are 
calculated, in our opinion, to mislead the 
ratepayers. We desire to refer to certain 
parts of tho agreement for tho transfer of 
property for public landing, and to place 
the matter, as wo think, in a fair and hon- 
est way before the ratepayers, mo that 
they may give an intelligent vote on 
Thursday next. 

The question of the transfer of land 
was opened some three years ago, but 
from the first until now the different 
councils never agreod, or spoke of agree- 
ing, to anything beyond a fair and 
straightforward transfer of different por- 
tions of land, and never, as far as the re- 
cords of the City Council show, either 
bound the city or Mr. Yates as to the 
manner in which they should severally 
use their different pieces of property. Tho 
"memorandum of agreement" made be- 
tween Mr. Yates' agent and the Mayor, 
the latter acting presumably in tho inter- 
ests of the cityi states in section 1 That 
tho corporation of the city of Victoria 
shall at their own cost construct and at all 
times keep" open and in proper repair a 
roadway not less than 35 feet wide from 
Wharf street to tho sea;" and section '.? 
states, generally, that tho said roadway 
shall bo constructed so as to suit the 
building Mr. Yates proposes to erect. 

Section 4 is as follows : — 

"4. The said James Yates.his heirs and 
assigns, and tho occupiers aforesaid and 
tlioir servants and employe's, and also all 
other persons whilst going to or returning 
from tho said wharf shall bo at liberty at 
all timos to pass over the said pathway ; 
and also with or without carts, carriages, 
or animals, to pass over the said roadway- 
free of charge." 

If the ratepayers agree to the preceding 
sections they will he left in the unenvi- 
able position of giving up 25 feet of pro- 
perty and getting nothing in return, ex- 
cept the exquisite privilege of making for 
Mr. Yates a 35 feet road and keeping it 
in repair for his heirs forever. At pre 
sent the property set apart for a public 
landing divides Mr. Yates' property into 
pretty nearly two equal parts, and to con- 
nect each wharf with the street he would 
havo to lay off, at least, 12i feet. That 
would be 25 feet in all, and those roads or 
passages would bo too narrow to allow of 
any largo, traffic. At any rate, these 
passages would have to be built and kept 
in repair by tho owner. Instead of this 
Mr. Yates generously proposes to give the 
city 10 feet at tho northerly end of his 
land, thus leaving his property in ono un- 
divided piece, and allow the citizens the 
honorable duty of making a roadway of 
35 feet to his wharf. 

Some ratepayers seem to think that an 
opening at the foot of Yates street of even 
35 feet would prove an advantage. Any 
onening would, of course, be some advan- 
tage; but the ratepayers have to consider 
tho consequences of such an agreement 
as that proposed by Mr. Yates. If the 
transfer is made on the terms suggested 
the corporation will really forfeit all claim 
to tho 85 feet road; tho only privilege 
they will have after construction of the 
road will bo to keep it in repair. 

Tho agreement states that "the road- 
way (35 feet) shall at all times bo kept in 
proper repair, accessible to the upper 
basement of Mr. Yates' building; that he, 
his heirs, assigns, occupiers and their ser- 
vants and employes, etc., shallatall times 
be allowed to pass over tho said roadway 
with or without carts, carriages, animals, 
free of charge. " Now, suppose at some 
futuro time, perhaps not far distant, the 
said 35 feet of city frontage should provo 
to be very valuable and could be sold for 
a large sum of money and the money could be 
applied in the interest of the city much 
better than keeping open a boat landing — 
say the drainage of the city, or generally 
assisting in improving tho sanitary con- 
dition of the place— the fact would be 
that tho corporation could not do what 
was thought best in the interest of tho 
city without tho permission of Mr. Yates. 
Ho would absolutely control that piece of 
property supposed to belong to tho city, 
for no alteration even of the roadway,how- 
everit might bo' for tho publicconvoniciico, 
could be mado without his sanction. Do 
tho citizens, even in the slightest degree, 
desire to placo themselves in the hands 
of Mr. Yates, his heirs, assigns, &c, &c.1 

Ask Mr. Yates himself, we presume 
but few ratepayers know him personally. 
We think that even his agent could look 
through the list of contributors to, any 
charitable institution in the city, or to 
. any fund that was ever raised to be used 
in tho interests of the province, without 
finding his name down for a single dime. 
He is an absenteo landlord of the worst 
kind. 

fciomo letters havo appeared advising 
the transfer so that tho present cra/.y 
wooden buildings may give place tr. ■ a 
decont brick warehouse. As regards this 
wo may say that the present window- 
patched buildings, which the owner tries 
to keep tolerably upright by means of 
poles stuck out from the north side, can- 
not remain in their present condition. 
For ono thing they are placed from 8 to 
10 feet over tho street lino. If that part 
of the present public landing abutting on 
Wharf street is partially closed in, so as 
merely to allow foot passengers to pass to 
tho water front, Mr. Yates will bo obliged 
to make a roadway to his present wharf 
at his own expenso, and in order to make 
a roadway tho present buildings will havo 
to bo disturbed, and once disturbed they 
will fall never to rise ag;,in. Mr. Gray 
now advertises tho opinion of Messrs. D. 
& J, as to the legality of the modifications 
lie has offered to make to the by-law as it 
passed its first reading. We cannot dis- 



cuss this point, hut beg merely to quote 
somesectionsof theact which was passed try 
the House of Assembly giving the Council 
power to make a transfer. 

"Any by-la w'for the purposes mentioned 
in this act shall, before the final passing 
thereof, receive the assent of tho electors 
of the Municipality in the manner here- 
inafter provided, that is to say : — 

"Tho Municipal Council shall, for at 
least ten clear days before tho voting 
day, publish a copy of such proposed By- 
law in some newspaper circulating within 
the Municipality, and also post up a copy 
thereof in at least one public place within 
each ward. 

"Appended to each copy so published 
and posted shall be a notice signed by tlu> 
Clerk of the Municipal Council to the 
effect following: 'Take notice that the 
above is a true copy of the proposed by- 
law upon which the vote of tho munici- 
pality will be taken at (place, day, ami 
hour of the day.]' 

"Tho poll shall bo taken on the question 
aye or no whether tho by-law shall be 
confirmed." 

The first agreement between Mr. Yates 
and the Mayor was the ono embodied in 
the by-law passed by the City Council. 

Ordinary by-laws can bo altered at the 
final reading. This being an extraordi- 
nary by-law can only be acted upon in 
exact accordance with the act passed by 
tho legislative assembly. 

With regard to tho extent of the pro- 
perty held by the city for a public landing 
we beg to refer tho ratepayers to tho 
from Mes3l-3. [*0)riboffoi» and

Tho original note headed ".lamer, Yates" 
and in the handwriting of Benjamin 
William Pearse and taken in or about the 
years 1855, J85G shews distinctly marked 
in figures the public landing to be thirty- 
two feet (32 ft.) wide. A close examina- 
tion of tho official map of 1855 and that of 
1858 confirms this note.

City Landing. 

To the Editgk of The Oolonist: 
Sir. — I think we have a right to look 
at this matter from botli a corporation 
and a Mr. Yates point of view in or- 
der to see who would be the greatest 
gainer should tho exchange be made 
on the basis of tho by-law to be voted 
for on the 28th hist 

First, lfrt us consider what the city 
will gain by the exchange. The cor- 
poration have 25 feet in width of land 
running from Wharf street to the sea 
for which Mr. Yates offers, on certain 
conditions, 35 feet adjoining Mr. I\lae- 
ilonald's brick building, the north 
lino of Yates .street, which. is again of 
10 foot in quantity to tho city, be- 
sides tho advantage of the opening to 
the sea being a continuation of Yates 
street to the extent of the said 35 feet 
in widtli. 

Thus we have two gains for the cor- 
poration, and here, I think, these gains 
end, because they are required by 
Mr. Yates in consideration of tho 10 
feet gained to not only make tho whole 
of the 35 feet to the sea into a public 
roadway with a 10-foot sidewalk on 
one side, but also to keep the same in 
good repair for all time to come for 
tho purpose of traffic in and out of his 
wharf. Now, tho question is, will that 
roadway be of sufficient importance or 
value to the corporation to justify them 
in an expenditure of at least $1000 in 
building the roadway, sidewalk and 
wharf to the sea as well as the annual 
expense of keeping them in proper re 
pair? I think, sir, tho answer is tin 
mistakable "no/" 

Let us look next at tho advantage 
of the change to Mr. Yates. First, he 
gets by the exchange tho whole of his 
wharf property joined together giving 
him a continuous water frontage of 
over 200 feet which, all will admit, is 
of great value and very much better 
than if it were divided in the centre by 
the corporation landing for the spaco 
of 25 feet, as no vessels of any preten- 
sions could bo accommodated at either 
of his short wharves without encroach- 
ing on tho city or public lan, ling, 
which, of course, would not be allowed. 
Hence the great gain to him in this 
respect. 

Second, he gets by tho exchange a 
road way 35 feet wide with a 10-foot 
sidewalk built and kept in good repair 
for the accommodation of his wharf 
and warehouse for all time to coma for 
the loss of the 10 feet. 

But docs the simple act of giving 
away 10 feet more than he gebs make 
him a loser or gainer by the transac 
tion 1 By giving the 10 foot he not 
only gets a good wide roadway built 
and kept in good repair to his wharf, 
but he is saved the necessity of appro- 
priating any more of his land for road- 
way purposes by which he is a gainer 
of 10 feet, as 20 feet would be as lit- 
tle as he could do with for roadway 
purposes. So that actually Mr. Yates 
is the gainer of 10 feet instead of the 
generous loser as Mr. Gray would like 
us to believe. 

But some may say the corporation 
have only 1G and not 25 feet. The an- 
swer to such is the fact Hint in 1878 
Mr. John Gastincau, by order of the 
then council, made a complete survey 
of the lots on tho water front (Wharf 
street) and prepared maps thereof, 
which distinctly showed 25 feet as tho 
corporation property and that in ac- 
cordance therewith Mr. Yates and tho 
council of that year arranged for a 
simple exchange of land foot for foot to 
the extent of 25 feet, and that Messrs. 
Drake & Jackson (Mr. Yates' lawyers) 
had instructions to prepare deeds of 
the exchange and the exchange would 
then have been made but for the dis-

covery that the council had no power 
to sell corporation land. A special act 
was obtained at the last session of our 
local parliament and the present coun- 
cil can now make the exchange pro- 
vided the voters ratify the by-law. 

Others may say tho corporation are 
not required by Mr. Yates to make a 
wharf at tho water end of the roadway. 
To such I would say read the latter 
part of clause 2 of the stipulations and 
inorc particularly clause 8 of Mr. Gray's 
memorandum, which he offers in lieu 
of the stipulations, and they will find 
that in both papers it is clearly laid 
down that such roadway is to bo made 
by the corporation and that for the 
space of 35 feet from the westerly 
or water end tho grade it is to corres- 
pond with that of Mr. Yates' wharf, 
which, of course, means that Mr. Yates 
expects (free of charge) to use in com- 
mon with the general public such 
wharf in connection with his own. 
Such an arrangament will do away with 
anything in the ahapo of a public slip 
for the convenience of small boats. 

I think, Mr. Editor, that the forego- 
ing clearly shows that Mr. Yates' gain 
by the exchange will be very largely in 
excess of that of the corporation's, and 
that if only equal or mutual advantage 
is desired he can well afford to add 
to the 10 feet whatever other feet he 
would require to appropriate for road- 
way purposes if no exchange be made, 
and by so doing make the opening on 
Yates street as wide as possible, for 
the wider the opening the greater the 
value will be added to the surrounding 
property; and as he is the principal 
owner of course he will be tho princi- 
pal gainer. 

1 will just add that during the nego- 
tiations between Mr. Yates and the 
corporation about this exchange and 
extending over a number of years it 
was never intended that the corpora- 
tion landing was to be at Mr. Yates' 
service as a public roadway to his 
wharf, ami I can't conceive bow our 
shrewd mayor (as the guardian of the 
interests of the city)cametoconccdothis 
point without getting its full equiva- 
lent from Mr. Yates in return. 

Since writing the foregoing I notice 
the legal card or opinion of Messrs. 
Druko it Jackson that- Mr. Yates 
wouhl be bound by the memorandum 
of his agent, Mr. Gray. But I submit 
it is the by-law with its stipulations 
that is to be voted on and not the mem- 
orandum of Mr. Gray which has not 
been accepted by the council and which 
can easily be withdrawn should the 
by-law with the stipulations pass. 
Messrs. Drake & Jackson are Mr. 
Yates' lawyers so of course won't cry 
"stinking fish." 1 think it would be 
be much better to withdraw the present 
by law and let us have a new and fair 
deal and then go to the people and 
success will surely follow. 

Fair Play. 



To tho P.atepayors of Victoria City. 

Gentlemen, — 1 fully agree with 
Councillor Mansoll's opinion on tho 
proposed exchange of the public land- 
ing at the foot of Yates street for ono 
reason that it is not necessary or ad- 
visable and will entail an annual ex- 
penditure of money which ought to be 
applied to a better purpose. If the 
Council have money to spend let them 
improve the sewerage of tho . city or 
other improvements which arc really 
necessary. 

Mr. Yates has for many years been 
trying to got rid of tho public landing 
through his property, and to carry his 
point ho does not mind injuring the 
property of his noighbor. If it is bad 
for his property to have the landing 
through it, will it not be bad for the 
Engelhardt wharf to have it alongside 
of it and to have its communication 
with other wharves cut offon the south 
side; and why should the ratepayers of 
Victoria help Mr. Y r ates, who is a non- 
resident proprietor and spends all the 
money made in this place in far away 
lands, to do an act of in justice to an- 
other person, who spends his money in 
Victoria? 

Mr. Yates' agent holds out a bait to 
tho voters that he may erect a building 
at tht! foot of Yates street provided 
the change in the public landing is 
made ; but he takes care not to bind 
himself to do so. It will bo quito clear 
to all of you that if Mr. Yates wished 
to build ho would have done so in more 
nourishing times than tho present, when 
many of the stores in town arc empty. 
Ho ought to have built long ago, and 
not allowed those disgraceful shanties 
to be a standing eyesore for so many 
years. 

Depend upon it, gontlemcn, Mr. 
Yates' policy is to draw every dollar he 
can out of Victoria, and not spend one' 
dollar in tho place, and if he does 
build he will probably get a tenant 
away from some other person who 
lives here, whereas he will spend or 
hoard his money out of this country. 
Don't be deceived, electors, if this ex- 
change were to benefit tho city and not 
Mr! Yates would lie be so vciy anxi- 
ous for it as to offer so magnificent a 
sum as $50 towards making the road? 
No, not he; lie would be the last per- 
son to give one dollar towards it. You 
must not forget that tho Council have 
to keep the road in repair for ever ami 
ever, whereas Mr. Yates' §50 ceases 
the first year. 

The casting vote of the Mayor lias 
carried this matter so far through ; 
and while 1 admit that he is a very 
good fellow, I must confess that this 
time he has made a bad bargain and 
you must show him by your votes that 
you disapprove of the transaction as a 
onesided, foolish affair. 

Fort street and Johnson street open 
on the water and boats can land at 
either place freo of charge ; and what 
special benefit is that to you, ratepay- 
ers '? None whatever ! Keep the 
public landing where it is ; let the 
Council, if they will, improve it find all 
purposes will be - served thereby. 

The good and wise Sir James Doug- 
las placed the landing where it is, and 
see that you keep it there. Give no 



force or effect to jobs of any kind. 
Stamp thorn out as you did once be- 
fore. I am willing that the city should 
be benefited when it can bo fairly dono; 
but I am strongly opposed, as I am 
sure all of you are, to a doubtful bene- 
fit by conferring a real benefit on a 
nonresident who spends all his money 
out of thocountry,a system that hasbeen 
the curse of Ireland and Scotland and 
to sonic extent impoverishes Victoria. 

What is under all this anxiety of Mr. 
Yates for the exchange of tho public 
landing that he comes forward with 
§50 ! Une reason is very clear: It is 
a very cheap means of having a road 
for all thnotocome to his wharf, fori am 
informed that otherwise it would cost 
him $50 a year to keep a road in re- 
pair. 

Whatever you may do hereafter, 
gontlemcn, bo suro that you do not 
vote for the present by-law and agree- 
ment. Throw them out and have a 
fair exchange at somo othor lime. 
Were this a real benefit to the city,and 
not a personal matter, you would not 
find Mr. Yates or Mr. Gray so very 
anxious about it. Tho Mayor has 
made a stupid bargain for you this 
time, and be sure that you show him 
your disapproval by voting "No." 

A RATEPAYER. 

Public Lauding:— noply to Sonator 
JIacdonaia'3 Lottor. 



To the Editor of Tin: Colonisx: — 
Sir, — Senator Macdonald at hist comes 
boldly to the front as an opponent to 
this transfer against which from the 
beginning it has generally been under- 
stood he has been an active although 
Unobserved worker. Candour stamps 
itself as a merit in the objections be 
raises, and which ho honestly admits 
are purely personal. Whatever argu- 
ment attaches to his utterances is 
based on the assumption that the 
modifying "memorandums of 20th Get. 
is invalid ;" ami which he declares to 
bo so. If he hail consulted his legal 
advisors, such a statement would not 
have appeared in your columns over 
his signature. The "memorandum" is 
pronounced legally binding. However, 
viewing the senator's objections from- 
tho stand point of the original agree 
mont. The chief ground of complaint 
is that a ton-foot sidewalk would be 
laid by the corporation on his side of 
the roadway while Mr. Yates would 
have to put down a 1-foot sidewalk on 
tho other side. He argues that the 10- 
foot sidewalk virtually fences htm out 
from the roadway, and is therefore a 
Croat injustice to him — the inference 
being that to get to the roadway with 
a dray the dray would require to be 
driven oyer the 10-foot sidewalk. 

Now, Mr. Yates had to put down a 
I -foot sidewalk on tho other side of tho 
roadway — therefore, according to Mr. 
Macdonald's reasoning, Mr. Yates 
would also virtually be fonced out 
from the roadway. A 4-foot sidewalk 
is as good a Fence against a dray as a 
10-foot sidewalk It is the getting on 
and getting oil" the sidownlk that would 
be the trouble to the dray and not tho. 
little extra distance to travel when fair 
ly started | 

However, the original agreement 
provided that there shall be a clear 
ample space to give access to the road- 
way, free from all 10-fcet or i-feet side- 
walk obstructions. Mr. Macdonald's 
wharf being of tho same grade as Mr. 
Yates' it has precisely the same means 
of freo access as the wharf which stir 
renders 19 feet water frontage to get 
what is now offered gratuitously to Mr 
Macdonald. 

In a recent conversation tho writer 
explained in details the foregoing to 
Mr. Macdonald. Ho, at the time of 
our conversation, appeared thoroughly 
to know that his wharf had all tho ad- 
vantages of Yates' wharf as far as tho 
roadway was concerned, for ho spoke 
of closing up his existing roadway by 
building on the site; remarking at the 
same time that it being only 10 feet 
wide was too small for a store. 

However, the modified and legal 
"memorandum'' does away with mak- 
ing any sidewalk on Mr. Macdonald's 
side of the roadway unless tho city 
wish it; but stipulates that Mr. Yates 
shall lay down on his side of the road 
way, and keep in repair, a sidewalk of 
any widtli the city may decide upon 
Mr. Yates is prepared to accept on his 
side the 10-foot sidewalk that causes 
Mr. Macdonald so much discomfort. 

If tho landing transfer is not carried 
Mr. Macdonald will not have the ad- 
vantage of any public roadway or side- 
walk alongside his property; 

One naturally asks, why this opposi- 
tion to a measure apparently so favor- 
able to the complainant 1 Mr. Mac- 
donald has too proud an opinion of his 
wharf to wish it to keep company 
where it is not wanted ; and can have 
no objections, small as his wharf is, to 
its parting its many year's intimate as- 
sosiation with Mr. Yates' wharf, 
which would havo to be cut away 
from Mr. Macdonald in the event of 
the transfer being carried(??) 

Dili any such feeling oxist it would 
doubtless be smothered in satisfaction 
at tho incidental benefits which would 
accrue to him on the erection of Mr. 
Yates' new building !

ANOTHER 'DISASTER IN THE 
STRAITS. 



Tho Ship Gatherer Runs on Vancou- 
ver Island. 

Pout Townsenh, Oct. 2.'!.— The Ameri- 
can ship Gatherer, of Bath, Mo., which 
left the Columbia river a few days since, 
hound to Departure Bay, ran ashore on 
Vancouver Island, 12 miles south of Capo 
BealS light, at 2.20 a. m. on Wednesday 
the 20th inst. Her captain reports that 
just before-midnight a heavy squall caino 
up which lasted until nearly 1 o'clock, 
when it suddenly became calm and a 
thick fog sot in. The tide ebbed about 
two ami a half feet after the vessel struck. 
'Plie captain succeeded in getting the ship 
nil" without assistance at the next high 
tide, but was obliged to remain at anchor 
one day on account of calm weather and 
was compelled to slip his kedge an- 
chor and one hundred and twenty 
fathoms of (i-ineh hawser. The ship is 
somewhat damaged, but it is not known 
to what extent. The steamer Mastiek 
[ticked her up in the, straits and towed her 
to this port to-day. 

■ "Washington Territory. 

The whale found on the west shore of 
Whidby Island about two miles below 
Swantown was about 25 feet in length and 
four feet in diameter and the amount of 
nil taken from the fish so far is fifteen 
barrels. Nothing found about the fish 
indicated violent death, except a wound 
on the lower jaw. 

The Eagle mills at Seattle have shipp- 
ed to California this season material for 
125,000 barrels. 

The smokestack of the once valuable 
steamer Eliza Anderson became so rust- 
eaten that it was unable to stand up long- 
er and fell into the bay at Seattle a fort- 
night ago.

— Mr. Harman, 
the submarine diver, commenced yester- 
day to rig gear for repairing the disabled 
steamship Hylton Castle now lying m 
Esquimau harbor. Ho will resume oper- 
ations to-day and expects to be able to 
stop tho leak without much difficulty, 
having devised a scheme of his own to do 
ao. 

ScuooNEit Seized. — Tho schooner Alert 
having on board a party of sportsmen be- 
longing to this city was seized at Port 
Townsond yesterday morning by the rev- 
enue authorities there. It appears that 
the party unwittingly infringed the law 
which requires a boat over 5 tons burthen 
to enter and clear.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Bucuauest, Oct 20. — Trustworthy 
intelligence from the borderland between 
Macedonia and Albania represents that 
Christians are ripe for revolution. - Bul- 
garians and Mussulmans are armed, and 
assassinations on both sides are common 
occurrences. Anarchy reigns supreme. 

Constantinople, Oct. ^0. — The U. 
S. consul general hero insists that the 
sentences passed upon tho murderers of 
Dr. Parsons, American missionary, bo 
carried out, 

Paris, Oct. 20. — The Carmelites 
were expelled from thelrestublishuientat 
Rennes to-day. Tho police were oblig- 
ed to force the doors, and it was neces- 
sary to summon tho gen d'armes and a 
battalion of infantry to maintain order. 
Tho central commissary of police lias re- 
signed, as ho deems tho decrees illegal. 

London, Oct. 20. — Funds have been 
granted by the Russian synod to erect 
a Greek-Russian church in San Fran- 
cisco. A priest has been appointed to 
proceed to California, accompanied by 
deacons, subdeacons, acolytes and choir. 

London, Oct. 22. — The steamer Ay- 
ton, Capt. Robinson, at Bristol from 
Montreal, experienced fearful weather 
and lost two-thirds of her cattle and 
sheep. Tho decks were swept, boats 
at rail and hatches smashed and cargo 
damaged. 

A whole block of buildings in Rus- 
soll street in Bennondsoy, London, was 
burned to-day. Loss, a quarter of a 
million dollars. 

Dublin, Oct. 23. — The F'reeman's 
Journal asserts that tho government is 
reluctant to assent to tho inclusion of 
newspaper articles in the indictment 
in the cases of certain journals in Dub- 
lin, Wexford, Tralce, Roseo, Minon, 
Galway and Mayo, whose proprietors 
are members of the land league. It 
was finally virtually settled in con- 
sultation with tin; land ollicors that 
they shall be indicted. The list of 
leaders who arc to bo prosecuted is 
nosv settled, but during the week which 
will elapso before proceedings nre bo- 
gun there may be startling changes. 

Constantinople, Oct. 24. — Ger- 
many has proposed to Austria and 
Franco certain identical measures of a 
pacific character for the speedy settle- 
ment of tho Dulcigno question. Tho 
sultan lias ordered Riza Pasha under 
any circumstances to surrender Dulcig- 
no within five days. 

St. Petersburg, Oct 2.'). — Tho ar- 
rest of Warschafsky, the well known 
capitalist and purveyor to tho Russian 
army, is in connection with tho army 
supply contract in the last war. It is 
stated that evidenco i? forthcoming to 
show that Warschafsky defrauded the 
authorities out of 22,000,000 rubles. 
Tho secretary and chief of army ad- 
minsistration 'during the late war have 
also been arrested at Odessa simultan- 
eously. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

Panama, Oct. 12.— The following 
news has been received under Lima 
dates to Sept. 25th: U. K. minister 
Christiancy has prepared the following 
basis for preliminary peace. Chili, 
Peru and Bolivia will each elect three 
commissioners to discuss conditions of 
peace and moot in Peruvian territory 
occupied by the Chilian army, the U. 
S. minister taking part in tho confer- 
ence as a friendly mediator. 

Six millions of paper money have 
been authorized to be issued by the 
Chilean treasury. 

Gen. Daza lias been deprived of tho 
rights of a Bolivian citizen, his inap- 
titude and cowardice having brought 
upon the country humiliation and dis- 
honor. 

UNITED STATES. 
New York, Oct. 21th. — The piano 
factory of Ernest (iablor, a five story 
building, from 222 to 221 West 22d 
street, was burned this afternoon and 
only the walls are standing. About 
300 pianos, nearly completed, and a 
lnrgo quantity of stock wero destroyed. 
Twelve hundred and fifty workmen 
employed in the factory lost their tools, 
valued at §5000. 

• Cincinnati, Oct. 20. — Shortly after 
11 o'clock this morning, a fire broke 
out at the factory of Benjamin Hoy, 
Second and Broadway, in such a way 
a? to cut ofT escape from the third story 
where a number of woman wero at 
work. Firemen made horoic but in- 
effectual attempts to rescue the wo- 
men. After extinguishing the fire 
they succeeded in extricating tho dead 
bodies of five women. 

Salt Lake, Oct. 22. — The great re- 
vivalists, Moody and Sankey, arrived 
here yesterday. The church is crowd- 
ed and overflowing meetings arc being 
held. On Monday they proceed to 
San Francisco, calling at Virginia City 
on their way west. 

CniCAGO, Oct. 21. — Special dispatches 
from Holland comment on the charac- 
ter of wreckage of the Alpena which 
came ashore there. It is stated that 
there aro in some cases absolute rotten 
timbers, so that it is considered re- 
markable that she had not. gone to 
pieces before. 

Chicago, Oct. 22 — The Jnl&'-Ocean's 
Washington special says: Ex-Secre- 
tary Bristow is confident the Republi- 
cans will carry New York. Thoy need 
only to keep quiet and take advantage 
of their opponents' blunders. Infor- 
mation received from California states 
that a wonderful change has conic over 
the state since the October election. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Oct. 22.-- -Mrs. Ral- 
ston was appointed guardian of her 
throe children by tho Probate court in 
place of A. J. Ralston. Tho latter was 
given five? days to file account of his 
guardianship. 

There wero no further arrests to-day 
for false registration, but a batch of 
fifty-four additional complaints was re- 
ceived from the new city hall and war- 
rants are now being made out for the 
arrest of the parties.
